To the Honorable, the Legislature:

We have completed an annual financial audit of the
Departmentof Employee Tust Funds, asequested by the
Departmentand to fulfill our audit requirements under s.
13.94(1)(dd) Wis. Stats. The audit covered calendar year
2003. The statements and our unqualified opinion on them are
includedin the Departmerd’recently issued financiegport,
which provides information on the financial position and
activity of various benefit programs available pablic
employees.

Most of the Departmert’ programs reported positive
financial results in 2003. The State’issuance of
appropriatiorbondsat the end of 2003 to finance payment of
its liabilities for the Wsconsin Retirement System (WRS)d

the Accumulated Sick Leave Conversion Credit program
significantlyimprovedthe financial position of both of these
programs. However employers have experienced recent
increasesn WRS contribution rateas a result of investment
experience and benefit changes. The maturation of the WRS
presentschallengesfor management of the system in the
future.

In 2002, the Department began work on a new benefit
Howeverafter experiencing ongoing
difficulties and delays inthe project and incurring $3.9
million in costs, théepartment terminated contracts for the
developmenbf the new systenm 2004. Subsequentlit
contractedvith another consulting firm, at a contract amount
of $198,000,to assess the project. Several contributing
factors were identified, including inadequate project
managementyy the Department, insfifient technical skills

by the project team, and failure by an external project
monitoring firm to complete its intended role. In February
2005,the Department contracted with a new fieha contract
amountof $4.5 million, to implement the new payment
systemincrementally
